They are bound 
inseparably with ideas and emotions. The living voice 
the instrument nature’s outcries, whether the 
moan pain, the grunt satisfaction, the whine 
want, the bark delight, stirring animal 
feeling. But the human voice, with which are pres- 
ent concerned, conveys meaning, sentiment, and passion 
the completest and clearest manner, while the same 
time with the highest gratification the ear. Nowhere 
are thought and feeling felt such advantage the 
resonance and flexibility and power the human voice. 
Measured cadence, the oily inflection, and the 
softly-modulated tone produce concord sound top 
off internal beauty. Surely, greater refinement 
pleasurable feeling can imagined than when sound in- 
creases sense imaging into reality what else were 
shapeless abstraction the intellect. After gazing 
joyous admiration his masterpiece sculpture, the 
bust Moses, Angelo struck the marble lips, and bade 
them speak.

This crush scientific research must not allowed 
extrude uplifting ideals, nor should literary study 
made grindstone sharpen wits, when its develop- 
ment the direction refined sentiment and noble 
emotion. casts out this misguided spirit. 
re-creates what the artistic pen wrote, glorifying with 
the pigments exalted imagination. That sickly real- 
ism which would drag romance down fact, spirit 
sense, call the high impulses chivalry artificial, and 
accept art creation not transcript from nature, 
offset art whose aim call forth all man’s 
faculties—the spiritual greater degree than the in- 
tellectual—and all else that enters into his personality.

ARCHBISHOP MESSMER THE TEACHING SACRED HYMNS THE SCHOOL. 


The singing hymns has great educational power. 
This truth can attested especially missionaries 
who work amongst barbarous nations. Religious chant 
disposes devotion and moves the heart, since is. 
characteristic the different tones the voice and 
music call forth corresponding emotions man. St. 
Augustine assures that was even moved tears 
while listening the singing sacred hymns and 
psalms. Again, religious chant awakens longing 
after heavenly things, and excites loathing the 
sinful enjoyments the earth. Lastly, renders the 
assistance divine worship pleasant, and draws power- 
fully the house God. For this reason the saints can- 
not find words enough extol the importance the 
sacred chant, and many celebrated and learned servants 
God, such King David, St. Ambrose, Bishop 
Milan, Pope St. Gregory the Great, have bestowed much 
care the cultivation sacred hymns and sacred song. 
St. Paul, too, repeatedly exhorted the Christians the 
singing hymns (Eph. 19; Col. iii. this re- 
ligious influence which the singing sacred hymns 
exerts upon the faithful general, see the beautiful 
chapter “On Congregational Cardinal Gib- 
bons “The Ambassador Christ.” 

Dupanloup devotes whole discourse the singing 
hymns Christian Doctrine. Speaking its educa- 
tional advantages, says: “The singing hymns dur- 
ing the catechism one the most powerful means for 
the same time instructing the children soundly, touch- 
ing their heart, lifting their soul, and converting 
them. They have, further, this very great ad- 
vantage, that they oblige the children the same time 
make all sorts religious acts, acts faith, hope, 
love, contrition, good resolve, etc. All these 
sides, the catechism one not confined having the 
hymns sung; they are explained, they are developed, their 
beauty shown children, who are made feel 
their force and unction; and there kind discourse 
which they are more alive. well arranged 
and alternating with other parts the catechism, the 
singing prevents weariness children, refreshes 
them, rests them after the more serious exercise just 
finished.

objectifies literary quality its widest reach and purest 
flavor, melting the color and tone and movement the 
selection living vocal harmony. His casting what 
reads into artistic speech implies creative power, which 
stamps his individuality all work. If, however, 
enacts human character that his hearers see clear- 
cut presence acting and thinking harmony with its 
nature, then the utmost stretch art’s power has been 
attained. For here must combine due proportion those 
master elements the highest order excellence— 
corrct conception, critical intuition, deep sympathy, and 
close observation. thus appealing the creative 
imagination, elocution intensifies and transfigures the 
actual, that pervades its manifestations the under- 
lying thought, sentiment, passion with vivifying and 
illuminating ideal.

the Blessed Virgin, and the saints and angels. This 
will enkindle sentiments reciprocal love their young 
hearts, for children readily and necessarily love one who 
known worthy love. The omniscience God, 
which sees all their thoughts and actions, should 
also deeply impressed upon their minds, well 
the remembrance the continual presence their guar- 


dian angl; for these will admirable safeguard 
against secret sins. should frequently return this, 
trying, possible, make the children, however small, 
learn feel all times that they are not alone, but have 
the loving companion their side. This will have the 
most salutary effect upon their conduct, as, the mercy 
God, violent temptation permitted assail the 
Christian without the voice conscience being immedi- 
ately raised warn the soul its danger. should, 
however, teach that guardian angels are not merely given 
companions, but helpers, the time 
But should equally careful impress upon their 
minds sense their responsibility God, before whose 
tribunal they must one day render account every 
thought, word, action, omission: doing must 
not, however, too far, speak imprudently 
make the children imagine the keeping the command- 
ments and the leading good life impossible, that 
God delights remembering punish them. 
is, indeed, just, but Himself assures that “His 
mercies are above all His works.” The little ones should 
taught love God, and serve Him out love. 
how difficult, yet how important, this part their 
training! How wide field here opened for doing 
good!

TISSOT—PAINTER BIBLICAL SCENES. 
“A, 
ITHIN the last few years, Americans have become 
familiar with the art work James Tissot, 
whose remarkable series paintings the Holy 
Land and its people have won him world-wide fame and 
placed the very front rank the painters 
Oriental life. the purpose this article better 
acquaint teachers with the art this great master, who 
stands today without rival pictorial interpreter 
the people and events Old and New Testament times. 
Tissot’s life work the Bible history. 
true, the same inviting field has been chosen many 
great painters the past. But Tissot differs from all 
other painters who have preceded him. And order 
clearly understand just wherein this vital difference 
lies, and comprehend the motives that led Tissot 
take his special life-work, necessary give 
brief outline the artist’s history. 
Twenty years ago Tissot, then man fifty, was the 


foremost painter modern Parisian life. Born France, 
family means and social position, studied his 
art under Ingres, Flaudrin, Lamothe, and other eminent 
teachers that day. thirty was already medal- 
ist. Many his early compositions were bought the 
French Government and placed the public galleries. 
went England, where was the intimate friend 
Sir Alma Tadema, and for twelve years was the 
acknowledged leader genre work and portraiture 
that country. 

was not until returned Paris, however, that the 
great change took place which transformed Tissot’s whole 
career and induced him abandon the artistic rela- 
tions had hitherto held precious and conse- 
crate himself, like Sir Galahad the Grail, the pursuit 
one great central spiritual idea. said that while 
was worshipping the grand old church St. Sulpice, 
the French capital, had vision, and his heart 
heard the insistent call higher mission and holier 
and nobler art. 

Tissot now painted with redoubled zeal. His splendid 
canvas, “Christ Amid the Ruins,” was produced this 
time; but, though won the admiration two continents, 
fell short the artist’s great ideal. resolved 
Palestine, where amid the people and the scenes beloved 
the Saviour, would find the tru types for his canvas 
and the atmosphere and inspiration needed. 

1886 took his pilgrim staff and began his new 
life simple art the Messiah’s country. The 
next sixteen years were passed the Holy Land, with 
the exception few short intervals. With unwearying 
fidelity, studied the land and the people. became 
also ardent student the Bible and was intense 
inquirer after all that related the marvelous story 
Christ’s earthly pilgrimage| With infinite patience, 
exhausted all the sources information customs, 
character, and architecture that bygone age. lived 
all over again, mingling with the people, eating their 
food, thinking their thoughts and sharing the life and 
action the time extent which other artist 
student had ever attempted. 

Tissot’s spiritual nature was now fully awakened. The 
felt gradually unfolding before him the 
true story the ancient life that wonderful land. His 
brush was now busy incessantly. went and 
down throughout Syria and Egypt, entered into the life 
the people and became one themselves. ab- 
sorbed the very spirit the East, and became saturated 
with its traditions, its folk-lore, its myths and its world- 
old legends. felt himself thus enabled trace back

cinated spectators the magnificence the ancient court 
the Pharaohs. march through the Red Sea with 
Moses and the triumphant host Israel, and see the 
overwhelming chariots Egypt sink rise more. 
sojourn with the new ration the wilderness 
Sinai, and can almost hear the thunders from the 
“Mount the Law.” all the conquests and reverses 
the Israelites have part; witness with awe 
the down-fall and Jericho, and share the last 
great vision Moses. cross the Jordan with the di- 
vinely led host, and are participants the stirring scenes 
which Gideon, Jephthah, Samson and the great war- 
riors the time the Judges took part. Next comes 
into view the long and stately line Israelitish kings, 
from Saul and David and Solomon the Babylonian con- 
quest. The noble and impressive Biblical drama Job, 
the wonderously beautiful story Ruth, and the patriot- 
ism Esther are all with richness color and ar- 
tistic touch that cannot adequately described. 

Tissot’s Old Testament paintings constitute complete 
artistic history the Bible, from Creation Malachi, 
the last the prophets. the latter, seventeen are por- 
trayed paintings full character and faithful 
the spirit and manner the time which these inspired 
men God lived and labored, that this series, alone 
might regarded magnificent triumph art. But 
there standard comparison whereby may es- 
timate the value Tissot’s work, contrast with that 
other painters. stands alone, the one realist whose 
consecrated genius has lifted the curtain the ages and 
brought back our living senses the tale long hid- 
den past. 

wish were possible convey the reader 
idea the beauty and gracefulness Tissot’s work, 
once full delicacy and strength. His women are 
true types the East. other painter has given 
women just like these. The men patriarchal days are 
realistic revelation rugged strength and forceful char- 
acter. His scenes Oriental grandeur are unsurpassed, 
and his use color bold and original, yet never ex- 
cess nature. His thorough study custume, customs, 
and general surroundings leaves room for the charge 
anachronism. Everything belongs its own:age, and 
its proper place and relationship. The garments 
Amos, the prophet herdsman Tekoah, are less 
scrupulously correct than the brilliant robes Belshazzar 
and his court. 

Tissot succeeded where others had failed because 
knew the East, and made its people the study his ma- 
turer life. saw how the Bible lands had been misap- 
prehended and misinterpreted. saw how the German 
painters had given the world Teutonic Christ; the 
Anglo-Saxon painters English Christ; and the Flem- 
ish, French, Spanish and Italian painters each Christ 
who idealized interpretation the divine face 
seen through the lenses their own schools 
art. find, even the world’s great galleries, 
canvasses like those Raphael, Guido Reni, Rembrandt, 
Vinci, Titian, Correggio, and Albrecht Durer, which 
are purely imaginative creations, wholly foreign the 
true Oriental type and character, and confusing the 
observer. Tissot’s Christ Syrian Christ, native the 
soil Palestine. His disciples, and all their surroundings 
are true, living, breathing types the Orient.

TREES WINTER 


“Away the forest then let 
matters not whether there’s rain snow. 


When the trees are stripped their leaves and 
silhouetted against the wintry sky, most excellent 
time study them, Learn name them winter 
quickly the summer days. How one able 
this? 

Observe every tree the garden, the roadside, 
the park along the roadway where you are often ac- 
customed walk each day. first, one tree will look 
much like another its skeleton-like appearance. Soon, 
however, you notice radical difference the shape, 
the form, the bark and the manner branching the 
trees. The difference the general shape will first at- 
tract your attention, Now the time compare and 
make the lasting acquaintance few these friends 
whom always have with us. 

Take the elm, for example. Its shape much like the 
crater form old Greek vase. Observe how gracefui 
and symmetrical is. Its branches slightly curve out- 
ward and then bending, droop over the extremities, 
showing most exquisite and delicate lace-like twigs which 
look like network tracery against the winter’s sky. 
Having made the acquaintance one elm, find others; 
keep looking and identifying these trees. Examine 
the bark, its color, appearance and furrows. 

Now look for another tree friend these winter days. 
Notice the branches and the form sturdy, hardy 
oak. Observe the compact, rounded form this mon- 
arch. Different trees the same species may vary but 
certain allied traits all may recognized. Look 
the body the tree. short, massive, with huge 
roots bulging from the base the tree. Observe the 
branching. The limbs strike out wide angles—almost 
horizontally from the tree trunk. They are much con- 
torted, bending and down, and the right and left, 
but always preserving the characteristic stoutness 
the very end. The bark the white oak light 
gray, while that the black oak dark gray 
black, Compare, note the similarities and differences, 
and determine know the different kinds oaks (after 
time). Never attempt too much the beginning. 

The poplar tree tree cannot mistake because 
its straight, upright branches. Its tall, spiral appear- 
ance easily distinguishable from other trees. 

The various kinds maples are well worth studying 
the winter days. The shape usually symmetrical, 
and, red maple, sheltered location, its head 
usually cylindrical and compact. This maple some- 
what low-and-rounded.in shape. white 
large stately head widening the top. The limbs 
spring from the trunk sharp and upward direction, 
first gradually curving outward, the lower ones droop- 
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ing while the smaller twigs have waving habit. The 
rock, sugar maple, differs from the other maples 
that more erect, shows peculiar stiffness its 
manner branching, maintaining this straightness 
the extremities. 

The birches have light, wiry appearance which gives 
them, even winter, most graceful appearance. There 
aspect stiffness the birches, 

Not with the stubby, thick-set horse chestnut tree. 
Here direct contrast the graceful birch, for the 
horse chestnut shows delicate network twigs, 
curves grace, Its stout little twigs end most abruptly 
and look like many drumsticks, These little. knobs 
are reality buds. The shape the tree rounded. 

The buttonwood easily distinguished its bark, 
This loosens spots upon the limbs and trunk and 
falls off times, making the tree look bald these 
places. The exposed parts look like yellowish-white 
patches, The branches are stiff the ends. See the 
little round balls which hang suspended upon the tree 
until spring. They sway back and forth all winter, and 
are doing the wonderful work protecting the buds 
the tree the base their stems. The heart wood 
this tree often decays gradually, leaving shell en- 
circling the great within.

The big bud the tip end has assumed great 
responsibility, for this one devolves the work 
keeping the branch growing. The smaller buds hold the 
leaves all tightly wrapped up. The outer coat brown, 
fastened together securely with water-proof gum; the 
inside coat green and like fur; has white downy 
lining. Such protection and care here evinced the 
wonderful buds this tree! The buds grow pairs, 
one bud opposite another. fall, when each leaf 
broke off, left scar. Can you find the scars? See 
you can find the resemblance the leg, hoof and even 
nails horse and his shoe. should pull off the 
wrappings these marvelous buds should ‘tind seven 
them, Each one has its own work pro- 
tection do. 

The buttonwood buds are also most wonderfully pro- 
tected. The button balls hang from the tree with 
grasp that truly wonderful. They cannot twisted 
off the wind, neither can rain, warmth hail, hasten 


retard them. Examine the stem. breaks into 
threads which are stronger than hemp. The seeds are 
kept warm and dry all winter, May the little balls 
explode and the seeds fall. Now how are the little buds 
protected? buds which are short, 
pyramidal, somewhat rounded the summit, are safely 
all winter the point where the leaf stem joins 
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the twig. The stem like little cap, fitting perfectly, 
and the buds are warm and safe tucked inside gummy 
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The inner wrapping soft yellow-like fur. 
Examination the winter buds will truly give one 
food for thought and reverence.

Jets and lines 
hot water tore their way thru the cloud, leaped 
high above its domed mass, The earth trembled and 
throbbed during the explosion, then the column sank, 
started again, dropped once more, and seemed 
sucked back into the earth.”

THE CATTLE INDUSTRY THE ARID PLAINS 

The first cattle were brought Columbus 
1493. They were left the West Indian Islands but 
later some them were taken Mexico. Some years 
after this, the Spaniards brought cattle Florida. These 
cattle are the forefathers the Texan cattle today. 
When Massachusetts was settled, cattle were brought 
from England and Holland. New York, Virginia and 
the other English colonies got the most their cattle 
from England and Holland. The cattle industry has 
been constantly improved the present time 
importation. 

Just east the Rocky Mountains there wide strip 
land not good for farming, because high

gets but little rain. The winds from the Pacific Ocean 
they pass over the mountains become dry and give 
but little rain. the grass grows until the 
rains fall and then the hot sun cures the grass and 
this the cattle thrive. This wide belt extends from 
Canada Mexico, and the largest cattle ranches are 
found Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, Wy- 
oming and Montana. some these ranches the grass 
thin that takes about ten acres for one cow. 
Other places the grass thicker. 

account the great extent this land there 
enough grass support many cattle. Men buy cattle 
and keep them the plains, watching and caring for 
them, until they are ready for the market. great 
business. The cowboys, they are called, live the 
plains with the cattle. They make tent and have all 
necessary supplies there. This home usually 
stream and there they have blacksmith shop and stables 
for their ponies. Each evening they must corral bring 
the cattle together for the night. 

Each year the calves are branded, This done 
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taking red hot iron the shape the letter selected 
the owner and placed the calf, usually the 
shoulder, and held there until the hair burned off. 
This mark will remain there till the death the animal. 
this plan cattlemen know their property. The cow- 
boys are trained that easy for them throw the 
rope and catch any cow wanted. 

Years ago the cattlemen had very wide range but 
now they are confined mostly the region where crops 
will not grow. There are small ranches and then there 
are very large ones. There ranch Texas two

hundred miles long and ten miles wide. has peculiar 
history. Texas wanted new state house and wished 
sell school land. This company agreed build the 
state house for this tract land. was done and now 
this the largest ranch the world. has wire 
fence around and conducted regular business 
principles. has proved very paying business 
for the company, and now they have more than one 
hundred thousand cattle it. many other cases 
the land rented from the state, paying few cents per 
acre, 

When think the many thousand cattle raised 
each year can not help think what big business

the railroads do, carrying the cattle the centers 
trade. leads believe that are way de- 
pendent these ranches for our meat. failure there 
rise the price meat. (Tho recent years 
the beef trust has steadily raised the price the people 
have pay and cattlemen complain bitterly that 
they get more than when the paid almost half 
what they now do.—Editor.) 

Let look for moment where these cattle are 
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shipped. They are most all sent Omaha, Chicago 
Kansas City, there killed and packed. Some, how- 
ever, are sent the Atlantic seaboard, and from there 
some are shipped Europe. When they are 
across the ocean, they have constant attendance. They 
are provided with water and food that they will 
good shape when they arrive Europe. 

This business enormous that special cars and 
special ships are built for the purpose. Almost daily 
one can see the trunk-line railroads, leading from 
this region the East, hundreds cars loaded with 
cattle, or, going west, they are empty. 1904 
sent almost four hundred thousand cattle and almost 
three hundred million pounds beef Great Britain. 
other country exports much meat the United 
States.. 

first the meat was eaten only where was killed. 
Then men began cure the meat for future use, and 
that way was shipped other places. railroads 
were built, the packing industry increased. Packing 
centers sprang and was discovered that cold 
storage fresh meat could transported. Beef was 
treated this way and put barrels and shipped the 
eastern markets and from there all parts the 
world. was also discovered that the meat would 
better were frozen before cooking it. This led

the fact that would cure better allowed freeze 
first. Now meat can killed thruout the year, and 
means artificial methods refrigeration, carried 
all over the world cars built for that purpose. Now 
people all parts the civilized world can have fresh 
beef from the plains the West. The meat found 
just good when reaches Europe when 
started from Chicago. 

the packing house, everything saved. Even the 
blood, hair and hoofs. see how the packers make 
use everything convinces any one that better 
than the old way killing. Almost all cattle are now 
sent the slaughter house. But few meat men kill 
their own meat. shipped cold storage the 
markets the country, 

The conditions the Great Western Plains are not 
well taught the schools. Teachers should cause the 
pupils see the conditions that produce the ranches and 
get them see the wide stretch country that good 
for nothing but this business, unless can irrigated. 
Really this business just important the wheat 


industry. gives the railroads more work. The meat 
that consumed costs more than the bread. Therefore 
important for the pupil think the conditions 


which produce such industry: 

have purposely ignored the cattle raised the farms. 
This subject should taught connection with the 
other sections the country.

METHODS AND EXERCISES DESCRIPTION 


Having discussed our previous article the nature 
description and its availability for the intermediate 
grades, well the materials and methods descrip- 
tive composition, remains only illustrate, con- 
crete way, the fruits the principles therein laid down. 

Before taking the concrete exercises, however, 
may well recapitulate briefly some the important 
points the preceding article. the first place, em- 
phasis was laid upon the fact that the material should 
simple, should familiar the child, and should 
interesting. the second place was pointed out 
that correct method was particularly important 
work this type. The establishment certain habits 
systematic and orderly presentation was indicated 
desirable, and prominence was given the thought 
that one the leading aims the work composition 
cultivate correct habits attack and development. 
few pupils our schools have any idea how 
“work up” subject. They attack without forethought 
plan, plunging haphazard and coming out with 
composition much the worse for wear. Children need, 
during all their work composition, direction, 
guidance and instruction the art developing topic. 
This does not necessarily mean exhaustive treatment 
topic; simply means that far the subject 
treated, should done orderly and systematic 
manner. Much the responsibility for the “crazy- 
quilt” work done the pupils our schools lies 
the door teachers who fail appreciate the im- 
portance cultivating proper habits composition 
and instructing the child orderly and economical 
method, With sound method the child’s mind will 
stimulated and guided see what seen; these 
sensations will organized; and, finally, they will 
expressed verbally systematic way. 

But. not protract the theoretical discussion this 
question longer, let take some practical exercises, 
and indicate concrete way what seems 
effective method. 

The first exercise description eraser, assigned 
fifth-grade class. The entire work, herein de- 
scribed, was given one twenty-five minute period. 
Ordinarily the writer would take two periods for such 
here explained, but this particular 
occasion was the aim see what the children could 
one period. 


DESCRIPTION ERASER: LESSON PLAN 


The teacher first picks eraser, shows the 
class, and says she wishes them write description 
it. order make the exercise more vivid and give 
additional touch interest, the teacher suggests 
that the children write their description for boy 
girl who has never seen eraser. suggestion 
this sort will tend stimulate the pupils make their 
descriptions clear and vivid. Following preliminary 
suggestion two this sort, designed simply stim- 
ulate interest, the teacher takes the development 
the subject. This done, course, the question- 
and-answer method, 

The teacher asks such questions these: 

What the eraser made of? (Wood and felt.) 
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How are these fastened together? (By glue some 
similar material.) 

What the length the eraser? (About five and 
one-half inches.) 

What the width? (About one and half inches.) 

What the purpose the wooden part? (To serve 
handle and hold the felt.) 

What the purpose the felt part? (To erase 
chalk marks, writing, drawing, etc., blackboard.) 

Attention then called the grooves running along 
the sides the wooden part the eraser, and the 
question asked what these are for. The children agree 
that their purpose enable the fingers grasp the 
eraser more firmly and securely. The reason why the 
felt usually arranged strips also brought out. 

After all the essential facts have been brought out, 
the question the order the sub-topics raised, 
and the children are asked what item they will 
mention first their description, what second, what 
third, etc. agreement reached, the question 
placed the blackboard, serve outline when 
the children are ready write. the actual lesson 
which are now describing, the class decided that the 
first statement they would make would indicate the 
purpose use eraser. They thought this would 
the first thing boy girl who had never seen 
eraser would want know. The shape and size appealed 
them the next thing tell of. Following this 
would come statement the materials which 
the eraser made and the manner which they were 
fastened together. The special purpose the wood 
and felt was next indicated. The grooves and 
their use and the colors the felt strips (the particular 
eraser they were describing happened have red, white 
and blue strips) were described next, and the 
composition was close with any general additional 
remark the pupils might see fit make. 

The outline thus developed appeared the black- 
board follows: 

The use purpose eraser. 
Size and shape. 

How put together? 

Purpose use each part. 

The grooves and their use. 
Colors the felt. 

Closing sentence. 

The children were then asked spell two three 
the words that might cause difficulty; groove, 
eraser, glue, etc., and they were then set writing.

The second series descriptive compositions 
obtained from the sixth grade, and was “The Thistle.” 
The method development was follows: thistle 
was brought the class and was carefully observed 
under the guidance the teacher and the aid 
suggestive questions. 

Following considerable conversation and oral work 
outline was placed the blackboard, follows: 

What the thistle? Different varieties the 
thistle. 

Where does grow? 

III. What its appearance? 

(a) What the stalk? 
(b) What the leaves? 
(c) What the flower? 
(d) What the seeds? 

IV. What interesting facts are connected with it? 

The class was then set writing, prefacing the com- 
position, however, with topic outline, based the 
outline, but differing from giving the 

topic statements key-words rather than ques- 
tions.

One the most common weeds the field the 
thistle. very troublesome weed farmers. 
grows uncultivated and uncared-for ground. 
grows from one three feet high. not native 


North America, but was introduced from Europe 
Canada and hence has been scattered all over the 
United States. 

The stalk the thistle smooth. grows from 
one three feet and hard get rid of, The root 
grows underground and whenever the farmer cuts 
off new thistle springs up. The leaves are very spiny, 
and the end every leaf prickle. The under part 
the leaves silver gray, but the outside green. 
Altho the thistle very ugly, prickly weed has very 
pretty flowers. When first budding out the center 
purple and shades out the edge almost white. 
When this flower ripens, its petals are like white silken 
hairs which fly thru the air everywhere. 

One interesting fact about the thistle that the 
farmer lets the thistle grow, about two three years 
will cover square rod ground.

LESSON THE CALENDAR 


this time the year attention turned 
other the calendar, which contains something in- 
terest for pupils all grades. The advanced can look 
its history from the time Julius Caesar, who did 
much remedy its existing discrepancy. 

exact year, which the time required for the 
earth travel once around the sun, 365 days, hours, 
minutes, and 46.05 seconds. only whole days can 
counted measuring the calendar year, the difference 
between that and the real solar year would constantly 
increase. remedy this difference and secure 
uniformity the great Caesar decreed (46 C.) that the 
year should consist 365 days, disregarding the fraction 
for three successive years and making adding 
entire day every fourth year, now called the inter- 
calary day; and the year which added the 
bissextile leap year. 

This Julian calendar, was called honor its 
originator, continued force for more than sixteen 
centuries, tho was not exact. Each its years 
averaged minutes and 13.95 seconds more than the 
true solar year, which the ceurse the centuries 
amounted nearly ten days. correct this error 
Pope Gregory XIII, decreed that entire days should 
dropped from the calendar and that the day following 
October 1582, should the 14th October. This 
restored the vernal equinox March 21, the date 
which occurred during the famous council Nice, 
325. prevent the recurrence similar errors 
Gregory also established this rule intercalation: 
every year the number which exactly divisible 
leap year except the centesimal years, which are 
leap years only when divisible 400. 

Most Catholic countries adopted this Gregorian cal- 
endar soon after was established; tho Russia, Greece, 
Roumania, and few other countries which adhere 
the Eastern Greek church, still reckon the 
Julian calendar, their dates were twelve days behind 
ours during the 19th century, and will get days 
behind during the present century. 

Great Britain. continued use the Julian calendar 
till 1752, which by. that time was 11.days behind the 
the British, parliament brought. English- 
dropped from the calendar, and the 
after September 1752, should called the 14th the 
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month; hence George Washington, who was born 
British subject, February 11, 1732, found his birthday 
coming the 22nd that month. 

Pupils will interested watching the calendar 
see how the days grow longer. From the first 
January they will find the afternoons growing minute 
longer each day except three January. one these 
the afternoon remains the same length its predecessor 
and two are two minutes longer. During the first twelve 
days January the mornings remain the same length, 
the next three. The sun seems reluctant 
about getting earlier the morning are, and 
not until month after Christmas that gets 
minute earlier each day.

“After opening exercises there are two ways 
getting work: one careless, noisy preparation, hunt- 
ing books, sharpening pencils, doing the various 
things that should have been done before school and that 
keeps the room uproar for five fifteen minutes; 
the other, the quiet, orderly taking the implements 
hand for use the tasks the session. For this 
latter must strive. Demand that everything ready, 
desks order, books arranged, pencils sharpened, thirst 
assuaged—everything readiness begin the work 
the session, there nothing under the sun 
after the opening exercises but work. 

“Perfection condition will ever remain ideal, 
yet worthy persistent attempt attain. There

account the irregularities English spelling 
difficult lay down many practical rules, because 
some them have many exceptions almost 
make the exceptions exceed the cases under the rule. 
his helpful little work orthography Irish states 
nine special rules which the following one the 
most usable because its few exceptions:

All school work should with direct reference 
making the pupils self-dependent workers doing their 
own work and learning thereby their own think- 
ing, their own investigating, their own study. 

One the greatest dangers our modern school 
system the increasing amount work done the 
teachers when resulting correspondingly decreasing 
amount work pupils. Hence, make yourself useless 
make the pupils useful, helpful first themselves and, 
because that ability, then others.
